An awed hu h fell ov* r that most 
remarkable assemblage when it saw 
Jeffries going to his inevitable finish 
and it wits not broken when the ref­ 
eree laid his hand on the black man's 
shoulder 
and 
proclaimed 
him 
the 
champion of the world. 
Later, when the champion’s 
head 
appeared above the throng that surged 
about him in his corner, he was given 
the reward of fair play and th** recog­ 
nition of merit in tin* form of a lusty 
< hcer, In which all 
who wore 
not 
dazed 
by the overwhelming 
defeat 
joined heartily. Johnson was hailed a 
great man. th* greatest man probably 
who ever stepped in a prize ring, and 
Jeffries was shown only pity for his 
folly and egotism in ever thinking he 
could return after five years of inac­ 
tivity and indulgence and beat a man 
like this. 
He was even denied the 
credit of being able even at his best 
to perform the task laid out for him. 
All the world loves a winner and that 
part of it which goes to prize lighting 
does not care whether the champion 
Is white or black, 
It may not extend 
to Johnson the welcome it would ex­ 
tend to a white man on account of 
the effect his victory may have on his 
race, but It will recognize in him tnt* 
greatness and pay tribute to him foi 
this deed 
Contest Almost Farcical. 


As a contest the only thing that 
saved this one from being farcical was 
the thought to which most of the spec­ 
tators 
clung 
desperately, that 
out 
boxed and outgeneraled as In* was, 
there was still concealed that fatal 
punch that put away Corbett and Fitz 
after they had pummeled Mm at will 
Parring th** possibility of the arrival 
of this punch there was not a point in 
the fifteen totind journey that did not 
mark him out* lass* ii. 
Johnson displayed none of the weak­ 
ness with which he had been invested 
by the overweening hope of the un­ 
compromising and all too enthusiastic 
supporters of Jeffries, who interpreted 
any serious 
thought of Johnson as 
heretical and treasonable. 
Following 
Is the story of the fight by rounds: 
Round I.—At 2:45 they came up. Je f­ 
fries walked in and feinted. Both smiled 
and Johnson gave ground. Johnson led 
a straight left and landed lightly on 
Jeff’s face. They were cautious in the 
clinch, Johnson shoving Jeffries away. 
Jeffries walked in and hooked a left to 
the neck and in the clinch sent a blow* 
to the body. 
Johnson responded with 
a left, and they continued to stand 
breast to breast, trying for short in­ 
side blows. As they broke Jeffries sent 
a left to Johnson’s neck and the negro 
stepped In but missed. 
Hound 
2.—Jeffries 
assumed 
his 
crouch, but missed his first attempt. 
Johnson feinted, but Jeffries stepped 
nimbly away. Jack sent a left to Je f­ 
fries face and as they c linched ripped 
a hard uppercut to Jeff’s chin. 
They 
got together and were willing to mix. 
Jeff sent a right to the ribs and took 
a left on the face at close range. Jeff 
crouched and waited for Johnson, but 
he was not willing. 
They came to­ 
gether without a blow and Johnson 
tried his uppercut but missed. 
Jeff 
put his right on Jack ’s shoulders anil 
pushed him, when they broke Jack 
shot his left hard to Jeff’s face and 
tried his uppercut but missed it again.

Hound 7.—Jeff walked right in, hut 
before he had a chance Jack led with 
right and left and missed. 
Jeff’s eye 
was badly swollen and he rubbed it 
with his glove. 
He feinted and tried 
to draw Jack on, but tho negro de­ 
clined to come in. Jeff stepped in with 
a left for tie* body, but missed it and 
took a loft on the head. 
Jeff hooked 
ii left to the head and Jack laughed 
loudly 
Jeff got a left In tho face 
twice at close range. 
Jeff butted his 
way into another clinch but failed to 
land. 
He drew Jack’s lead and shot 
to tile face.

Jeff Gets a Left in the Face. 


Hound 8.—Jeff got a left in the face. 
He missed Jack ’s body with a left, 
and took two lefts on the face.

walked into a left to the face, and 
without damage, at close range. Rick­ 
ard did not touch the men, but allowed 
th. rn to take their time. 
Jeff missed 
twice with his left, anil took a left on 
the face. 
Jack tried several times ta 
put his right through, but failed to 
connect. Jeff shoved Jack about, seem­ 
ingly with ease. The gong found them 
locked. 
Round 9.—Jeffries walked into a left 
to tho chest 
Johnson walked In and 
tri* il a left for the body. 
Jeff got in­ 
side of it and put his head against 
Johnson’s chest and shoved the black 
fellow back to the ropes. 
Jeff took it 
all iii calmly and seemed to be awaits 
Ing his opportunity. 
Jack failed for 
the head. 
Ho stepped in quickly and 
shot a left hard for the body, but 
Jeff’s 
glove 
was 
there 
first. 
Jeff 
walked into two left jabs on the face 
that did no damage. 
He swung his 
left arm around Jack’s neck as theyi 
came together. His wrist landed hard 
on the ribs and Johnson did not ap­ 
pear to like it. 
Round IG.— They came up quickly, 
Jack shot a left to the body. 
Jack 
again missed a lightning right for tho 
jaw and they hauled about the ring In 
a clinch. Jeff put his shoulder against 
Jack's body and shoved him back. At 
close range Johnson sent a left upper­ 
cut to the mouth and as they broke 
missed a right to th** jaw*. 
Jtff got 


under a left lead and seemed to want 
to wear Jack out by bearing down his 
weight and shoving him about. 
Jeff 
struck two lefts to the face from a 
clinch and he got one to the same in 
return. Johnson took two lefts In tho 
face 
when 
they 
broke. 
Johnson 
stepped in quickly and shot a left to 
the body just as the gong rang. 
Round ll . —They walked up care­ 
fully, Jeff finally trying his left once, 
to find it blocked. 
He took a left on 
the face three times, but smiled and 
talked to Jack in the clinches. 
They 
broke away and Jack sent a stiff up­ 
percut to the face and a right to tho 
body. 
He kept Jeff bobbing his head 
to escape the right uppercut whenever 
they got together in a clinch. 
Jack 
sent three uppercuts to the face in 
quick succession. 
Jeffries appeared 
tired. 
They shoved about, Jeff with 
his head on Jack ’s shoulder, and when 
they finally broke Jack hooked Ills 
left hard to 
the nose. 
The 
blood 
flowed from Jeff’s nose and lips. 
He 
appeared slow, compared with Jack’s 
snappy blows. 
Just before the call of 
time Jeff rushed and sent left and 


ward, w aiting for a chance to get in­ 
side the negro’s impenetrable defense. 
Jack simply waited aud then threw 
back or hooked a left to the face. Jeff 
shoved and butted In till his head rest­ 
ed on the black man’s shoulder and 
then tried to rip in body blows. They 
were blocked almost before thev were 
started, however, and the negro’s box­ 
ing drew a cheer from tile crowd. Jeff 
forced him away to dose* quarters, but 
got a left on the sore nose for his 
reward. 
His nose bled freed}' arid as 
be turned to take his seat at th** gong 
he spat out a mass of blood. 


Johnson in the Lead. 


Round 13.—Putting his right glove 
before his face, Jeffries walked into a 
clinch without a blow. 
When they 
broke Johnson sent a left to the body 
and a right uppercut touched the chin. 
Jeffries stuck 
until 
he 
was forced 
away. 
Then he took two lefts and a 
right uppercut to the face. 
Johnson 
sent in three lefts to the face in quick 
succession, and then uppercut to the 
face. 
Jeffries seemed tired and slow. 
He could not solve the negro’s de­ 
fense and took all the blows that 
came his way. 
Jack stood back and 
sw’ung left to the face, then calmly 
clinched. 
Jeffrie., continued to come 
in in spite of the punishment. 
This 
round was ail Johnson’ *. Jeffries’ eye 
was also closed 
Round 14.—Jeff walked straight Into 
a left and they hung on to each other. 
Jack tapped the big fellow on the face 
with left twice, and blocking Jeff’s at­ 
tempt at close fighting. 
Shambling 
forward Jeff took three straight lefts 
to th** face and got In a left to the face 
lightly. Jeffs lefts were simply picked 
out of the air by the clever negro be­ 
fore they could get within six inches 
of his face. Je ll walked into three lefts 
in quick succession. 
Johnson sent in 
two lefts to the face. 
Round lr*. 
When 
the men 
faced 
each other it *vaa plain to all that Je f­ 
fries was in distress. 
His face was 
puffed uml bleeding from the punish­ 
ing lefts and rights he had received, 
and his movements were languid. 
He 
shambled 
after 
the 
elusive 
negro, 
sometimes crouching low with his left 
hand stuck out in front, and some­ 
times standing erect. 
Stooping or 
erect, he was a mark for Johnson’s ac­ 
curately driven blow’s. 
Johnson sim­ 
ply waited for the big white man to 
come in, and chopped his face to 
pieces. 
They came into a clinch after 
a feeble attempt by Jeffries to land 
a left hand blow on the body, and as 
they broke aw ay Johnson shot his left 
and right to the jaw in a flash. 
Je f­ 
fries staggered back against the ropes. 
His defensive power seemed to desert 
him iu an instant. 


Goes at Him Like a Tiger. 


Johnson went at him like a tiger. A 
rain of lefts and rights delivered at 
close quarters sent .Jeffries reeling 
blindly. Another series of short, snap­ 
py punches, and the big white giant 
went down for the first time in his 
ring career. 
He fell under the top 
rope, over the lower one, and onto the 
overhang of the platform. Resting on 
his haunches and right elbow, Jeffries 
looked around in a dazed way, and 
got up at the count of nine. 
W hile he 
was down Johnson stood almost over 
him until Rickard waved him back. He 
stood ready to strike, and when Je f­ 
fries arose from bis knees he dashed 
in again. 
Jeffrie9 reeled about and 
tried to clinch, but Johnson eluded 
him and as the old champion swung 
around to the south side of the ring ho 
jolted him twice on the jaw. 
Jeffries 
sank to his knees, weak and tired, but 
got up again at the count of nine. It 
was then that Jeffries’ friends began 
to call to Rickard to stop the light. 
"Stop it, stop it,” they shouted from 
all sides. 
"Don’t let him be knocked 
out.” 
Rickard gave no heed to these ap­ 
peals. 
Jeffries was h* lpless now, and 
as he staggered to a standing position 
the negro was waiting for him. 
A left, 
a right and anothe • left, short, snappy, 
powerful blows, found their way to 
Jeffries’ chin and he went down for 
the third time. 
Again he sprawled 
over the lower rope, hanging half out­ 
side the ring. 
The timekeeper raised 
and lowered his arm, toiling off the 
seconds.

NO ANNOUNCEMENT IS MAOE 


But It Is Regarded as Practically Cer­ 


tain That the President W ill Ap­ 


point the New York Governor to 


the 
Supreme 
Court— No 
Appoint­ 


ment Until Congress 
Meets Next 


December. 


Beverly, Mass., Ju ly I*.— W hile the 
president declines definitely to commit 1 
himself in any w’ay, It is regarded here 
as practically certain that Governor 
Hughes of New York wrill be the next I 
chief justice of the federal supreme 
court. 
No appointment of a successor to j 
Chief Justice Fuller will be made until , 
congress meets next December. 
By j 
that time, it is believed, the president 
will have to appoint also a successor 
to Justice Moody, in whose behalf the j 
retirement bill was passed at the ses­ 
sion of congress just closed. 
In the selection of an associate jus- j 
Hee to succeed Justice Fuller, Presi­ 
dent Taft will take plenty of time for 
deliberation. 
It is belier* <1 that the 
president will be informed as to Jus­ 
tice Moody’s intention as to retire­ 
ment within til** next month or two, so 
the chief executive is practically cast­ 
ing about for two men. 
Th** probable retirement of Justice' 
Moody will make the fourth vacancy 
in less than two years. 
It is not un­ 
likely that before his term of four 
years has expired P resident Taft w ill 
have been called upon to appoint six 
out of the nine Justices forming the 
supreme tribunal. 
President Taft told some of his 
friends recently that lit* was anxious 
above almost anything else that his 
administration might be known for tho 
character of bis appointments to th** 
federal bench. 


Justice Swayzee Mentioned. 


It can be positively stated that the 
president is entirely open minded as to 
th** supreme court vacancies. 
One of 
the most likely candidates sjioken of 
lit re is Justice Sw ayzee of tho Now 
Jersey supreme court. 
Ile has been 
strongly recommended to the presi­ 
dent, and is 
aid to haw had an ex­ 
cellent chance for appointment to suc­ 
ceed the late Justle** Beckham, should 
Governor Hughes have dei lined. 
President Taft, it is said, is anxious 
to secure men for the supreme court 
between forty and lifty years of age. 
The appointment of Justice Burton 
w'as an exception, and it is not be 
lieved he would again select a man of 
that ag**. For this reason tiler* is but 
little talk of Senator Root of New 
York and Secretary of W ar Dickinson, 
who were prominently regarded as su­ 
preme court possibilities. 
The death of th** chief justice re­ 
sults in an almost unprecedented oc­ 
currence as to vacancies on the bench. 
Should Justice Moody accept the 
terms of special legislation enacted by 
congress this summer and retire on 
full pay, three vacate 
'-.ill exist 
when court reconvenes n* \t October.

The latter was attempting to make 
a siding to give tho passenger train a

crashed Into It. 


Misunderstood Orders Cause, 


The Big Four train had been de­ 
toured to avoid a blocked track on that 
road at Genoa, a few miles south of 
her**, caused by a freight wreck earlier 
in the day. 
In addition to its regular 
crew it carried a pilot engineer of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton road, 
who was practically in charge of the 
train. 
A 
misunderstanding 
of 
orders 
caused the disaster, which was one of 
the worst that this section of the coun­ 
try has ever exjterienced. 
The crash when the trains met was 
terrific, th* freight made up of coal 
cars, fiat cars, box curs loaded with 
lumber. 
Directly behind the passenger loco­ 
motive aud lh** tender was a combina­ 
tion baggage and smoking car, fol­ 
lowed by a day coach and a chair car. 
All the dead and Injured were in the 
first two cars, there being six passen­ 
gers in til" smoker arid twenty-one in 
the day coach, 
The engines looked like a mass of 
smash* <1 steel and iron, the heavy pas 
senger 
locomotive telescoping 
its 
smaller 
fellow as far 
as the 
cab. 
Every seat iii the day coach w aajora 
from 
its 
fastenings, 
the roof 
was 
thrown to on** side, and the heavy 
weight 
of 
massive timbers, 
hurled 
wit ii awful force, struck among the 
men and women in the coach. 
Even before til" crash came rescuers 
wi re running to the wreck from the 
Middleton ii station of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton, some 300 yards 
south of the accident. 
Every surgeon 
in town was summoned to the place, 
which is a mile or more from the city 
proper, and calls for assistance were 
sent to Dayton and Hamilton. 
Relief trains were made up at each 
of th* s. places, and the injured were 
placed upon them and sent to hos­ 
pitals in those cities.

They 
Are Stunted and Misshapen ae 
Well as Hideously Ugly. 
At the two extremes of the Amer­ 
ican continent dwell the most wretch­ 
ed races of beings—the Eskimos at the 
north and the Fueglans at the south. 
Of the two the Fueglans appear to be 
the lowest in tho civilized scale, their 
general aspect being wretched and de­ 
graded. 
Their hideously ugly faces express 
i the grossest stupidity, and their per- 
i sons are both stunted and misshapen. 
The average height of Hie men does 
I not exceed five feet two Inches, that 
; of the women four feet eight Inches, 
and owing to their habit of standing 


i In a stooping attitude they look even 
less than their actual height. 
Rut, although they are veritable pyg­ 
mies In stature, yet their bodies are 
exceedingly large, and their general 
appearance Is such as might result from 
I tacking on to the trunk of n giant the 
I arms nnd logs of a child. 
Their color appears to be a copper 
bronze, but tis nearly all are begrimed 


i with smoke it is difficult to specify 
| their precise hue. 
Tho very young 
I children arc light brown In color with 
the exception of the palms of the 
I bands nnd the solos of the foot, which 
! are of a dirty yellow. 
The heads of the adults are covered 
| with coarse black hair which falls in 
! lank masses to the nock behind and 
(on each side of the face, but is cut 
; away from before the eyes. 
The forehead is low and retreating, 
j the nose broad, flat and furnished with 
i Immense nostrils, and the mouth Is 
i very wide, with thick, protruding lips, i 
I Uh* tipper one being very much elon- 
; gated. 
The eyes an* small and placed some- j 
I what obliquely, tin* iris Is invariably 
black in color, and the white of the 
I 
eye has a distinctly yellowish tinge. 
Moreover, owing apparently to the irri­ 
tation produced by the smoke of tile 
fires over which they are so constant- 
I 
ly crouching, they are very generally 
blear eyed. 
Tho teeth, although very much dis- 
colored, are, as a rule, regular and 
sound. 
The men have naturally only 
n few black bristles scattered over the 
upper lip ami chin. 
These, however, > 
are carefully extracted from time to 
time by means of two mussel shells, 
and very frequently the hair of the 
eyebrows Is removed by a similar 
process. 
The males appear to pay no 
attention whatever to the dressing of 
their hair, but the women are some­ 
what more particular and may fre­ 
quently be seen employing In Its a r­ 
rangement the toothed jaw of a por­ 
poise in lieu of a comb. — St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

H E chief measures passed by 
tho session of congress just 
closed were the railroad bill, 
the postal savings bank bill, 
the land withdrawal bill, the reclama­ 
tion bond bill, the campaign publicity 
bill 
and the statehood bill. 
W hat 
amounted to a tariff commission bill 
was also passed, for an appropriation 
was voted he tariff board on an under­ 
standing Hint it should investigate cost 
of production a t home and abroad. 
All of t..i* e measures were enacted 
on the recommendation of the presi­ 
dent nnd constitute w hat are known 
as the T aft policies. 
Probably never in the history of the 
country did a president so completely 
have his way so early in his adminis­ 
tration. True, he had to abandon some 
of his program, including such Items 
as federal license, nnti-injunction nnd 
ship subsidy, but this abandonment 
was only temporary. 
Considering the 
driving power ho displayed he should 
tie able to force through those items 
aud others during the short session. 
He will also probably attem pt to ob­ 
tain federal regulation of railroad stock 
and bond Issues at some future session. 
He recommended it strongly this time, 
and 
Ids Idea was ingrafted in the 


. in nearby banks on proper security, 5 
j per cent shall const!: ite a reserve fund 
and GO per cent ta y be invested in 
government bonds. 
In cases of ex­ 
traordinary emerger. ?y, however, the 
president may hive t all the funds in 
government bonds. 
Western senators 
protested against the bond buying fea­ 
ture of the act and against the security 
required from local banks on the claim 
that these provisions would operate to 
throw 
the 
postal 
funds 
Into 
Wall 
street. 


Statehood and Conservation. 
The act admitting Arizona nnd New 
Mexico as separate states provides that 
the people of these territories shall 
proceed to tin* formation of constitu­ 
tions, which shrill go Into effect when 
ratified by the voters and approved by 
congress and the president. There was 
some hitch as to voting qualifications 
in Arizona, hut this was fixed by a 
broader suffrage than that now recog­ 
nized In the territory. 
It is probable 
that the two new states will he in the

Later the conference committee gave 
him a commission to inquire into rail­ 
way securities, and it will doubtless 
be on the report of this commission 
that lie will renew his recommendation 
for federal regulation. 
The chief o ti­ 
le* t of such a law would he to prevent 
tile watering of stock. 


A Bill W ith Teeth. 
The 
new 
railroad 
law 
provides, 
among othei things, for a commerce 
court, to which all appeals from the in­ 
terstate commerce commission shall be 
made. It gives the commission power 
to Initiate an inquiry although 
no 
formal complaint has been made. 
It 
confers on the commission Hie power 
to suspend for ten months a proposed 
advance iii rates and to prohibit such 
advance permanently if found to bo 
unreasonable and unjust. This provi­ 
sion went into effect at once in order 
that it might apply to tile proposed in­ 
crease in freight rates recently halted 
by the famous Ta ft-W ick e rh a m In­ 
junction. 
Tho law places telegraphs, 
telephones, cables and wireless under 
the control of the commission, but pro­ 
vides for special rates, such as those 
given to the press. It contains a long 
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and short haul provision forbidding a 
greater charge for a short haul than 
for a longer one over the same line. 
It prevents the merger of competing 
roads or of the absorption by a rail­ 
road of a competing water line. It per­ 
mits shippers to choose routes and to 
be represented by counsel iii hearings. 
It forbids a railroad from lowering Its 
rates to drive out water competition 
and afterw ard raising them except by 
permission of the interstate commerce 
commission. It provides for a commis­ 
sion to inquire into the issue of railroad 
securities and the watering of stocks. 
It contains many other features of 
benefit to shippers, such as those to 
expedite hearings. Many of tho provi­ 
sions iii-tho railroad law were placed 
there by tile Insurgents In the two 
houses. They called it “giving tho bill 
teeth.” 
Among Hie most notable of 
these additions are Hie long and short 
haul clause nnd tho inclusion of tele­ 
graphs and telephones. The progres­ 
sives also struck out the merger nnd 
traffic agreement sections. 


Postal Depositories 
The postal savings bank law marks 
a new departure in American finance. 
It provides that tile president and two 
members of Ids cabinet shall consti­ 
tute a commission to establish postal 
depositories at money order postoffices 
throughout tin* country, th a t these of­ 
ficers shall receive deposits not exceed- 
$100 per 
"until or $000 in all from 
one person, that 2 per cent interest shall 
be paid on these deposits, th at 03 per 
cent of th e postal funds shall be placed

Originally 
President 
T aft 
recom­ 
mended nine conservation measures. 
Two of these passed. 
The laud with­ 
draw al act empowers the president to 
withdraw from entry temporarily any 
lands now In tin* possession of the 
United States, but provides that land 
containing metalliferous minerals shall 
be subject to entry under the mineral 
land law. 
The act was criticised by 
sud) conservationists as Gifford Pln- 
chot because it failed to validate the 
withdrawals of President Roosevelt 
anil I>y implication at least threw a 
doubt on their legality and because 
the provision as to the mineral land 
law and that concerning homestead 
entry left a loophole for the private 
acquirement of w ater power sites nnd 
other natural resources. 
The other measure enacted, which 
was not strictly a conservation act, but 
was related thereto, was the reclama­ 
tion bond bill. This was originally put 
at $00,000,000, but w as cut to $20,000,- 
OOO. 
A fight was made on the provi­ 
sion requiring army engineers to pass 
on 
irrigation 
projects 
which 
was 
thought to reflect on the reclamation 
service and possibly to mean the sup­ 
planting of Director Newell, who had 
testified against Secretary Ballinger. 
It was finally compromised by provid­ 
ing that tile president m ust approve 
such projects, and it Is presumed that 
he will use army engineers to Investi­ 
gate them. 
The purpose of the recla­ 
mation bond measure is to raise money 
to complete irrigation projects already 
undertaken by the government. 


Campaign Fund Publicity. 
The campaign publicity law which 
the president advocated, aith u g l i it 
was not usually classed as one of the 
T a ft policies, requires th a t candidates 
for congress shall file a statem ent of 
election teceipts nnd expenditures aft­ 
er election. 
Tho Democrats made a 
light to compel publication before elec­ 
tion, and a provision to this effect was 
Included in tho house bill, but was aft­ 
erward stricken out in tho senate. 
The president also succeeded In get­ 
ting an appropriation of $230,000 for 
the tariff board with the avowed in­ 
tention of having it Investigate tho cost 
of production at home and abroad nnd 
if Hie Information obtained warranted 
it to use this as a basis for further tar­ 
iff revision. 
Of the T aft policies, federal license, 
ship subsidies, anti-injunction and sev­ 
eral conservation measures were tem­ 
porarily sidetracked with the presi­ 
dent’s consent. 
By a close vote in the 
senate the ship subsidy measure was 
made tho unfinished business to be tak ­ 
en up in the short session. Other meas­ 
ures which are left over are the anti­ 
option bill, prohibiting gambling in cot­ 
ton futures, and the Appalachian forest 
reserve. 
Both of these measures pass­ 
ed the house, but av ere lost for lack of 
time In the senate. 
A Chapter of Inquiries. 
Congress undertook numerous inves­ 
tigations, the most important of which 
was the Ballinger ease. 
The report on 
this, it is understood, will be given 
out before election. 
The high prices 
investigation by Hie Lodge committee 
brought forth a partial report, which 
exonerated the 
tariff 
nnd 
ascribed 
fifteen or twenty causes to the Increas­ 
ed cost of living, among which were 
the larger production of gold, conges­ 
tion In cities, abandonment o f , farms 
nr.d food 'rusts 
The investigation of 
the clee''on of Senator Lorlmer of Il­ 
linois was left to a 
subcommittee, 
which will hold hearings during the 
recess. 
In the closing days of the ses­ 
sion Senator Gore of Oklahoma made 
sweeping charges of attem pted bribery 
in relation to Indian claims, and an In­ 
quiry was ordered by both houses. 
One of the most notable develop­ 
ments of the session was known as 
the insurgent movement. It consisted 
of about thirty Republican members 
of Mio house and perhaps a dozen in

This was all the more a pleas­ 
ant surprise for the reason th a t the 
first five months gave no promise of 
such an agreeable ending.

Then came the landslides in Massachu- 
fetts and New York and some mighty 
straight talk from the White House, 
after which there were evidences of 
repentance and a desire to load a bet­ 
ter life 
The country is glad of all this and 
still gladder, perhaps, that it Is over. 
T hat is one of the good things about 
congress—the relief that is felt when 
it quits.
